Romulus schools join 
battle over vouchers

The Romulus School Board 
Monday night joined the grow- 
ing war over the school 
voucher issue slated for the 
November ballot - by approv¬ 
ing a strongly worded anti¬ 
voucher resolution. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Joel Carr warned that if Propo¬ 
sition 1 is approved, it could 
cost the Romulus District over 
$1 million and public school 
districts in general hundreds 
of millions of dollars in state 
aid. 

Carr added that the admis¬ 
sion policies at many private 
schools contain no guarantees 
that any student wishing to en¬ 
roll in the school will be al¬ 
lowed to sign on automatically. 

Early in the resolution, it 
states “it is clear that this pro¬ 
posal will divert scarce re-

sources from public schools, 
while it subsidizes private and 
religious schools, which are 
not subject to any oversight 
from elected officials and are 
allowed to set their own tu¬ 
ition rates and have exclusive 


admission policies.” 

The local resolution also 
complains that such a voucher 
program “would likely in¬ 
crease discrimination and seg¬ 
regation by fragmenting 
Michigan’s children along 
lines of religion, race, eth¬ 
nicity and social class.” 

Following the reading of 
seven selected items pertain¬ 
ing to their stances on the 
voucher issues, the seven 
trustees voted unanimously to 
“declare their opposition to 
the proposed initiative on 
school vouchers that will re¬ 
move the constitutional ban 
against providing state funds 
to support the attendance of 
any student at private or paro¬ 
chial schools and constitu¬ 
tionally require a voucher for 
non- public school tuition for 
parents from a ‘qualified’ 
school district.” 


McNamara offers 
to pay for true 
airport audit...

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Paid firemen 
era appears 
near in city

Two efforts supported unan¬ 
imously by the Romulus City 
Council Monday night gave 
strong indications that a paid 
full time/paid volunteer fire 
department will be in force 
long before the year 2001 may- 
oral elections. 

Currently the city is covered 
by a paid volunteer fire de¬ 
partment headed by two 
salaried fire officials. 

The full-time firefighter is¬ 
sue has promised to be one of 
the key elements in the upcom¬ 
ing mayoral and council cam¬ 
paigns. 

The efforts mentioned 
above include the addition of 
the term “full- time fighter” on 
the list of city employees in the 
city’s “Policies and Pro¬ 
cedures” manual. 

The revised manual change 
also is to state the firefighters 
are “to receive benefits equiv¬ 
alent to those provided to the 
city’s Teamsters employees.” 

The first paid full-timers 
will be hired on a six-month 
probationary basis, the coun¬ 
cil also ruled based on the rec- 
ommendation by Mayor 
William Oakley. 

The council — minus the 
missing Councilman William 
Wadsworth - also approved a 
resolution that would allow 
the hiring of Station One Bat¬ 
talion Chief Jerry Labach as 
the city’s first Fire Department 
Coordinator. 

Labach’s job - if he accepts 
it - will last for one year...with 
a possible extension at the end 
of that time, Oakley said. 

The 29-year fire department 
veteran has verbally agreed to 
fill the post after preliminary 
discussions with Oakley. He 
appeared at Monday night’s 
council meeting. 

Labach and Oakley need 
now to finalize a written con¬ 
tract. 

While City Councilman Will¬ 
iam Crova said the joint ven¬ 
tures put no exact number of 
full-time firefighters on board 
- it could be anywhere from 
one to 100, he said — it is 
strongly rumored that the ini¬ 
tial number of full-time fire¬ 
fighters will be eight.

That would allow two fire¬ 
fighters at each of the city’s 
four fire stations. 

A meeting of Fire Depart¬ 
ment Study Committee that in- 
cludes several local 
firefighters (among others) was 
slated for Tuesday night - too 
late for this weeks edition. 

The duties currently listed 
for Labach’s new position in¬ 
clude: 

• Working closely with 
Oakley, Chief David Allison 
and local firefighters to orga¬ 
nize an effective Fire Depart¬ 
ment, which will consist of 
both full-time and paid volun¬ 
teer firefighters. 

•Work to establish an effec¬ 
tive time schedule for the fire¬ 
fighters to provide the best 
coverage for the benefits of cit¬ 
izens and businesses. 

•Oversee all maintenance 
and operations of equipment 
and fire stations to assure that 
both are in good working order 
and provide a positive impres¬ 
sion to the citizens of Romulus. 

•Be responsible for all de¬ 
partment, community and 
business relations. 

•Confer with the chief and 
all fire inspectors with regard 
to fire inspections of buildings 
within the city. 

•Assist in training of fire¬ 
fighters. 

•Report directly to the fire 
chief and keep the mayor and 
chief informed of progress in 
all of the above duties. 

Ladach -- whose contract 
will treat him as an indepen¬ 
dent contractor - will earn an 
annual salary of $38,000. 


DPW building set 
to open on Oct. 9

The long awaited new Ro¬ 
mulus Department of Public 
Works building is now slated 
to open Oct. 7, barring any last 
minute electric supply prob¬ 
lems, Mayor William Oakley 
revealed Monday night. 

The new and larger DPW 
building -- six years ago de¬ 
clared the city’s Number One 
project — has been plagued 
with multiple delays caused by 
tough negotiations with Wayne 
County and various environ¬ 
mental problems. 

The current DPW building 
site on Goddard Road is being 


turned over to the county to 
make way for a new Detroit 
Metro Airport runway. 

City Councilman Michael 
Prybyla, who has seen the new 
facility at 12600 W. Periphery 
Road, called the building “at¬ 
tractive” and urged residents 
to view it once an open house 
date is declared. 

The City Council on Monday 
night approved a request from 
Oakley that the city “reim¬ 
burse Metro Airport $300,000” 
for the advance money the air¬ 
port paid the contractors for 
the new building. 

The council also approved 
the purchase of new office 
equipment for the DPW at a 
cost of $36,080.

Fire fighters to host 
‘Open House’ Oct. 14

Is there anything you wanted to 
know about your local fire depart¬ 
ment but were afraid to ask? 

If so, come on down to the de¬ 
partment on Michigan Avenue, 
just west of Inkster Road, on Oct 
14 and the fire fighters will an¬ 
swer those questions. 

And more. 

There will be tours of the facili¬ 
ty, fire trucks and equipment on 
display, an “extrication demon¬ 
stration” along with videos on fire 
prevention. 

In the extrication demonstra¬ 
tion, fire fighters will use the 
“jaws of life” to show how trapped 
victims of car accidents are freed 
from the twisted steel. 


The “jaws” acts like a “can 
opener” that cuts through the 
steel as if it were cardboard. 

All of this, and more, will hap¬ 
pen between the hours of 10 am. 
and 4 p.m. on Oct 14 when the fire 
fighters, and newly-appointed 
Fire Chief Mike Moore, will host 
an Open House. 

The public is invited. 

“We hope every member of our 
community will take time to visit 
the station and meet with staff 
members,” Moore said. “I know it 
will be time well spent” 

During the Open House, citi¬ 
zens will have an opportunity to 
view videos on fire safety and pre¬ 
vention. Video themes cover a 
wide variety of subjects such as to 
escape a house; steps to take to 
prevent fires; the importance of 


smoke alarms, and having a real¬ 
istic escape plan if a fire should 
occur. 

During a fire, life and death 
may hinge not only on knowing 
the emergency number, 9-1-1, but 
the location of the nearest tele¬ 
phone in the house - smoke en¬ 
gulfs a building fast 

‘What you or a member of the 
family does or doesn’t do are very 
critical during a fire,” Moore 
stressed. “It could be a life or 
death decision. We will be dis¬ 
cussing these topics during the 
Open House.” 

There also will be entertain¬ 
ment for the children, as well as 
refreshment

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Commissioner seeks federal funds for flood victims 

Recent record rains caused millions of dollars in damages

The record-setting rains of 
mid-September have prompted 
Wayne County Commissioner 
John Sullivan to ask for fed¬ 
eral assistance to help the 
thousands of flood victims to 
pay their repair bills. 

The heavy rains of Sept. 10 
that left more than 8 inches of 
rain in the basements and 
streets of the cities of Wayne 
and Inkster during a 48-hour 
period also frustrated and an¬ 
gered thousands of homeo¬ 
wners who are seeking 
answers. 

Many of the flood victims 
are suing their cities, arguing 
that the city is liable for the 
malfunctioning sewer systems. 

Sullivan, whose district in¬ 
cludes the city of Wayne and 


Romulus, said on Tuesday that 
he recently met with President 
Clinton when the President 
was at Willow Run Airport. 

During their meeting, Sul¬ 
livan asked the President for 
federal assistance for all 
Wayne County families who 
have suffered losses due to 
basement flooding as a result 
of the mid-September rains. 

“I simply wanted to make 
sure that President Clinton 
was aware of the situation,” 
Sullivan said. “I explained to 
him that recent heavy rains 
caused sewers to back up into 
people’s basements in many 
cities and townships in Wayne 
County. 

“I also shared (with the 
President) that the State of

Sullivan said the President 
responded by saying, “I’ll see 
what I can do, John.” 

Thousands of basements 
flooded with raw sewage Sept, 


10-11 as heavy downpours 
soaked the region and sewer 
systems were unable to handle 
the record load. 

Residents and roads 
throughout the county were 
impacted, but the downriver 
area sustained the heaviest 
damage. Thousands of homes 


in the city of Taylor were 
flooded; more than 800 angry 
residents demanded Allen Park 
city officials compensate them 
for damages, while Inkster and 
Wayne residents also filed com¬ 
plaints. 

Wayne County officials ap¬ 
pealed to Gov. John Engler to 
declare a state of disaster and, 
on Sept. 20, the governor made 
the declaration, which allows 
the state to seek federal aid for 
those affected by the flooding. 

Sullivan represents District 
11, which includes the cities of 
Wayne and Inkster, along with 
Canton, Huron, Sumpter and 
Van Buren townships, along 
with the cities of Belleville 
and Romulus.

Following the full commis¬ 
sion meeting, a lunch will be 
provided, and Sullivan also 
has arranged for commis¬ 
sioners, other Wayne County 
officials, and interested citi¬ 


zens to take a two-hour tour of 
the new Midfield Terminal 
construction at Metro Airport. 

“The tour will be a full de¬ 
tailed tour of the terminal, 
new roads and other associ¬ 
ated improvements being 
made at the airport,” said Sul¬ 
livan.

Family reunion . 
in Wayne stirs 
many memories

Their roots were planted 
deep in the soils of what was 
then Nankin and Romulus 
townships, in the Village of 
Wayne and Belleville. 

“Our folks came from all 
over,” says Joe Fisher, a long¬ 
time Wayne resident who pres¬ 
ently lives in Coldwater, Mich. 
“We can tell you stories that no 
one in these parts probably 
known or remember.” 

Like what? 

“Well, did you know that the 
legendary Jim Thorpe at¬ 
tended Romulus schools? That 
Ty Cobb wrote me a letter to 
explain that infamous spiking 
incident that earned him the 
title of the dirtiest player in 
professional baseball.” 

And Fisher reeled off a slew 
of other fascinating facts about 
life in Wayne and the area in 
the “roaring 1920’s and be¬ 
yond.” 

Thorpe, for the non¬ 
historians or athletic-minded, 
was an incredible athlete, the 
first ever to win both the de¬ 
cathlon and the pentathlon at 
the Olympic Games at the 1912 
Games. He became a legend in 
football and baseball, and was 
forced to return his Olympic 
Gold Medals to the Olympic 
Committee because he al¬ 
legedly accepted money for 
playing in a semi-pro baseball 
game, a violation of the Olym¬ 
pic Oath, which since has been 
repealed. 

And, Cobb, of course, is one 
of the greatest baseball 
players who ever played the 
game. Nicknamed the “Geor¬ 
gia Peach”, Cobb’s career 
spanned 24 years, including 14 
with the Detroit Tigers and an¬ 
other dozen years with the old 
Philadelphia Athletics. Cobb 
collected more hits than any 
other major leaguer and fin¬ 
ished his career with a life¬ 


time .367 batting average. 

But his physical aggressive¬ 
ness, both on and off the dia¬ 
mond, earned him a notorious 
reputation as a player and per¬ 
son.. 

These, and other stories, 
came to life when Fisher 
joined his cousins in a Coman 
family reunion held at the 
Wayne Community Center last 
month in Wayne. 

Norma Thompson, who 
presently resides in Romulus, 
said that members of the Co¬ 
man family migrated to Ro- 
mulus Township from 
Hillsdale County about the 
year 1923. 

The Coman women were 
teachers, one of whom taught 
Thorpe, in the Romulus school 
system, while the men worked 
at Ford Motor Company. 

Over the years, Thompson 
noted, the names began to 
change, through marriage and 
the Comans became Keller, 
Sprangler, Thompson, Mason 
and Marsh. 

This year’s reunion, the first 
in nearly a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, was started by Thompson 
by contacting all of the family 
members she had addresses 
of. 

The reunion, she says, fea¬ 
tured first cousins and their 
spouses: Smith, Stapp, Riggs, 
Fisher, Sprangler, Wells, Ma¬ 
son, Schmucker and 
Thompson. 

“There were, in all, a total of 
95 persons in attendance who 
came from as far away as Flor¬ 
ida, Ohio, Colorado, South Car¬ 
olina, Alabama,” Thompson 
added. 

Michigan cities represented 
at the reunion included, Can¬ 
ton Township, Belleville, 
Wayne, Romulus, Waldron, Big 
Rapids, Mt. Pleasant. Saginaw, 
Coldwater, Jackson, Westland, 
Brighton, Grand Blanc, North 
Adams and Ypsilanti.

The schools’ Crop Walk ef¬ 
fort falls under the “Common 
Good” core democratic value 
for the month of September. 
Most of the effort by the stu¬ 
dents takes place this month - 
even though the Crop Walk it¬ 
self actually takes place on 
Oct. 1. 

Safety is the code word for 
the walk, as walk marshalls 
are posted at each block, 
“pick-up” drivers roam the 
walk route to aid anyone who 
runs out of steam and needs a 
“lift” to the finishing site, and 
members of the Van Buren and 
Romulus Police Departments 
patrol the 6.2 mile route. 

Twenty five percent of the 
walk donations are given to lo¬ 
cal agencies that aid the 
needy. The agencies include: 
the Helping Hand Thrift Store 
of Romulus, the Belleville 
Emergency Food Closet, St. 


Vincent de Paul of Belleveille 
and the Food Pantry of Be¬ 
lleville. 

“It’s amazing to see so many 
people come together as a 
community to meet this chal¬ 
lenge,” said Amy Price, Crop 
Walk treasurer. 

The finishing walkers are 
greeted with applause, snacks 
and cold drinks at Trinity Epis¬ 
copal Church.

I equate class reunions with award 
shows.

Labach prepares for the hot seat 


Veteran Romulus Battal¬ 
ion Chief Jerry Labach is 
willing to accept a hot seat 
option for a fire department 
he loves. 

Labach - who has been a 
volunteer firefighter in Ro¬ 
mulus for just short of three 
decades - appears ready to 
accept a newly created job 
of “coordinator” as Romulus 
cautiously moves toward a 
full time fire department - 
with strong volunteer ele¬ 
ments remaining. 

The rumor is that initially 
the administration of Mayor 
William Oakley is prepared 
to hire at least eight full- 
timers - dividing them (two 
each) among the city’s four 
fire stations. 

Volunteer firefighters on 
the recently named Fire De¬ 
partment Study Committee - 
however were about to press 
for more than double that 



when the committee met 
Tuesday night. 

With next year’s mayor’s 
race possibly ready to start 
late this year, Labach will be 
faced with trying to straddle 
political as well as financial 
issues as the city seeks to 
work out a compromise on 
the full-time firefighter is¬ 
sue. 

Some claim that a larger 
contingent of full-time fire¬ 
fighters could be enrolled 
for less than $2 million dol¬ 
lars a year, while forces in¬ 
side the Oakley administra¬ 
tion are stating the cost 


would actually be $4 million 
or more. 

There is little doubt the 
public wants full-time fire¬ 
fighters ready to roll at the 
flicker of a flame. But the 
key decisions Oakley and 
any future mayoral candi¬ 
date^) must make are how 
much money are residents 
willing to pay to gain that as¬ 
surance? 

Labach needs a shield ob¬ 
viously to protect both his 
front and rear...as he tries to 
satisfy the needs of the Oak¬ 
ley administration, his fel¬ 
low firefighters and the citi¬ 
zens of Romulus. 

With the mayor’s election 
only about 13 months away 
Labach will be asked to do it 
also without any smoke and 
mirrors.

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Disappearing from ‘Casablanca’ 


As gracious farewells go, 
Casablanca can't be beat 

To ease the way for his last act 
split with lisa Laszlo, Bogey re¬ 
calls Paris, “a few moments that 
were our” while tears form in 
lisa's eyes. 

To make amends with Victor 
Laszlo, whose lisa Bogey ro¬ 
manced, he says, “She did her 
best to convince me she was still 
in love with me. That was all over 
long ago, but for your sake she 
pretended it wasn’t - and I let her 
pretend. She was ready to stay in 
Casablanca so you could leave.” 

On the other extreme, for 
gaucheness, it’s hard to top Sue 
Hauk’s good-bye to Kelly Wig- 
glesworth on the last “Survivor” 
episode. 

“If I found you thirsty by the 
side of the road I wouldn’t give 
you water,” Sue tells Kelly Wig- 
glesworth. “I’d let the vultures get 
you.” 

But resigned Westland City 
Council President Trav Griffin’s 
departing words to the recall 
group on Friday come close to 
Sue’s. 

“These people are among the 
worst . . . Their outrages give the 
city a bad name,” he said. 
“They’re unhappy in life, unsuc¬ 
cessful, and wish to blame us for 
their shortcomings. If you put 20 
in a room, you would not get a pos¬ 
itive idea” 

Even if you wrapped Trav in 
Bogey’s trench coat and covered 
his head with Bogey’s fedora, his 
in-your-face departure would still 
grate. 

This is a shame because in dif¬ 
ferent circumstances Trav can be 
a prince. A get-along guy, he can 
be kind and considerate and 
charming with the people on his 
team. Intelligent and a good lis¬ 
tener, he’s a good conversational¬ 
ist and someone we can all learn 



from. 

A former biker, he’s an adven¬ 
turist spirit - sort of like Bogey. 

With all the good qualities, he 
should have gone out gracefully 
by reaching out to his numerous 
opponents who drove him out of 
office with a take-no-prisoners re¬ 
call campaign for the sake of the 
city. 

If he wanted the city to heal, he 
should have extended an olive 
branch to the community by apol¬ 
ogizing to former Clerk Pat Gib¬ 
bons for the humiliating way he 
and Councilman David Cox tossed 
that popular 23-year employee out 
of her office before her term of of¬ 
fice expired and for subsequently 
publicly criticizing her job perfor¬ 
mance to justify his thuggist 
treatment of Gibbons. 

Griffin should have apologized 
to a group of minority residents 
for dismissing their request for a 
city council study session to dis¬ 
cuss allegations of racial profiling 
by a few Westland cops, a gaffe 
that enraged the group, but 
turned what could have been 
a reasonable discussion bringing 
neighbors together into a partisan 
political battle. 

Instead of just trumpeting his 
perceived accomplishments -- 
building a library and raising the 
city’s SEV by creating the Tax In¬ 
crement Financing District 
(TIFA), which he called ‘the great¬ 
est thing that ever happened to 
the city,” he should have acknowl¬ 
edged that his career, like life, is a 


learning experience. 

TIFA was not responsible for 
Westland’s 30-plus percent SEV 
growth during the last five years, 
which Griffin previously claimed 
was his crowning achievement 
Had he wanted to be remembered 
for honesty, Griffin would have ac¬ 
knowledged that over the last five 
years, Livonia and Wayne’s SEV 
grew 30-percent plus and Canton’s 
SEV grew 83 percent in a booming 
economy with housing prices arti¬ 
ficially inflated by Proposal A 
(which lowered property taxes, di¬ 
verting a larger portion of mort¬ 
gage payments to boosting home 
prices). 

And every city worth anything 
has a library. 

Had Griffin honestly shared 
the hard lessons learned during 
his political career instead of fak¬ 
ing his sainthood, future council 
members could have built on his 
accomplishments and corrected 
his mistakes - the incinerator, 
substandard developments, a cost¬ 
ly future pension obligation for 
city employees. 

In time, perhaps the charming 
Trav will reappear, make peace 
with his opponents, and honestly 
share his vast government experi¬ 
ences with city officials so the city 
can profit from the valuable 
lessons that Trav learned in tri¬ 
umph and defeat 

But for now, because of his 
gauche farewell, Trav appears 
ready to have Cox “round up the 
usual suspects.” 

And he appears ready to follow 
Renault’s parting advice to Bogey: 
“Until this affair dies down,” Re¬ 
nault says, “it might be just as well 
for you to disappear from 
Casablanca” 


Having your cake and eating it too 


Opponents of state man¬ 
dates that override local city 
charters (of which this 
wiiter is one) are under¬ 
standably confused as to 
what Proposal 2 on the No¬ 
vember ballot would accom¬ 
plish. 

The proposal would not 
eliminate state mandates, 
only make them more diffi¬ 
cult. Any state law dealing 
with “municipal concerns” 
(undefined) would require a 
two thirds majority of all 
elected officials in both 
houses of the legislature un¬ 
less its provisions were “op¬ 
tional” at the local level. 
Then only a simple majority 



would be required. 

Local officials love “op¬ 
tional” state laws that can 
override charters approved 
by the local voters. Two 
prominent examples are: 

State law allows, but does 
not require, cities and coun¬ 
ties to appoint a “Local Offi¬ 
cers Compensation Commis¬ 
sion” to set salaries of local 
elected officials. The new 


salaries go into effect unless 
city councils (or county com¬ 
missions) vote to reject 
them by a two thirds majori¬ 
ty vote. No voce is required. 

State law also “allows” 
cities to establish Tax Incre¬ 
ment Fin. nee Authorities 
(TIFA’s) and Downtown De¬ 
velopment Authorities 
(DDA’s) which siphon off 
large amounts of residents’ 
property taxes to be spent 
by unelected (appointed) of¬ 
ficials. It also allows these 
authorities to incur debt by 
issuing bonds without ap¬ 
proval of the voters. 

Proposal 2 would in¬ 
crease the power of large 


cities, e.g Detroit and allow 
all cities and counties to 
continue to pick and choose 
which state laws they want 
to override the will of the 
people as expressed in the 
charters. 

A better alternative to 
Proposal 2 would be a state 
equivalent of the Tenth 
Amendment to the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. The powers of the 
state government would be 
clearly defined and all other 
powers would be reserved 
to the people as expressed 
in their voter approved 
charters, which could not be 
preempted by the state leg¬ 
islature or local politicians.

Recall proceeds despite Griffin resignation 


To the Editor 

After months of perseverance, dedica¬ 
tion and hard work, our efforts to affect 
change are bearing fruit At times most 
difficult many wondered if indeed it were 
worth the monumental impact it had upon 
our daily lives. Not easy to battle city hall 
and the money behind some, we kept our¬ 
selves going with the knowledge that the 
people ultimately would prevail against 
the political machine that has long domi¬ 
nated this city with the most powerful 
weapon at hand: truth. 

Attempts at harassment, intimidation, 
and threats to our persons, being slan¬ 
dered with literature that only money 
could buy, and having the distinct disad¬ 
vantage of unequal time to respond and 
rebut, we held steady our course, keeping 
our eyes on the finish line. We are not yet 
there, for although Mr. Griffin has ten¬ 
dered his resignation, Mr. Cox and Mr. 
James have yet to acknowledge the 5,800 
plus voters who have asked for their re¬ 
moval, twice the number which elected 
them to office, three times the number if 
you remove questionable absentee ballots. 
Having come this far, we will see through 
to the end the recall of these two council 
members, knowing that those who re¬ 
main, and those who will come, will be 
champions for our city, and for the people 
who make it their home 

There is nothing that surprised any of 
us in Mr. Griffin’s resignation speech. 
Over a course of eight months he has used 
the words “negative, zealot, bad, and dis¬ 
honest,” to describe the people who chose 
to exercise their right to remove from of¬ 
fice any elected official they felt had failed 
the constituency. 

Appealing to the “good” citizens of 
Westland, he essentially relegated those 
of us who believed in what we were doing 
as being the “bad,” citizens of Westland, 
based upon nothing more than our in¬ 
volvement in daring to recall himself, 
Scott, Cox and James. 

Us “bad” citizens of Westland, are fa¬ 
thers, mothers, grandmothers, grandfa¬ 
thers, great grandparents, lifelong citi¬ 
zens, volunteers, Sunday School teachers, 
band boosters, PTA members, taxpayers 
who recognize their responsibility and pay 
what is owed, campaign workers, voters, 
veterans, school teachers, union mem¬ 
bers, and even city employees. We love 
our families, and our community. 

I would dare to say that allowing our¬ 
selves to be slandered and vilified within 
the press and other media sources in or¬ 
der to do the right thing, if anything has 
proven that we believe'in what we are do¬ 
ing, and the reasons for it We have been 
labeled “soldiers” for the minority, and it 
has been said that we were used to nullify 
an election. I will offer that many of us are 
soldiers for only one entity, and that is 
God. 

It has been said that not one word of 
truth came forth from this group, and yet 
each fact was verified and documented in 
order to present only truth. Often we 
wore our hearts on our sleeves, and be¬ 
came emotional, and yes many times an¬ 
gry, but it was a righteous anger, and more 
often than not a provoked anger. Month 
after month we continued on, so many of 
us tired from carrying the load of family, 
work and petition drives on top of bi¬ 
monthly meetings. 

It was also suggested that the women 
would be best served staying at home with 
their families, from various council mem¬ 
bers. and within letters sent to the press, 
definitely an archaic attitude, and an as¬ 
sumption that women have no place in 
the political forum. 

We believe in accountability, and re¬ 
sponsibility. In undertaking the task to 
promote recall, we taught our children 
that they can hold those in elected posi¬ 
tions responsible for their actions, that 
they can demand ethics, honesty and fair¬ 
ness. It has been a lesson well taught, and 
each of us would do so again if it were nec¬ 
essary. 

In defense of those I have grown so 
close to over the past eight months, I must 
assure the people of this community, that 
no one within our group, threatened or 
hurt anyone, although the same cannot be 
said for those we opposed. I was fright¬ 
ened at times, but with the support of my 
husband, my parents, my children, and 
the people I have come to call friends, 
those who gave diligently of themselves to 
see this through, I continued. We contin¬ 
ued. We were unified, we were organized, 
but most of all, we believed. 

I understand that we will never con¬ 
vince everyone that what has been said is 
not true, but we know within ourselves, 
and those who know us best, know the 
truth, and this is all we can ask. We are not 
through. Our challenge was not just for 
the resignation of Mr. Griffin, our request 
was for the resignation of Mr. Cox and Mr. 
James also. No amount of twisting of 
words can negate the presence of a video 
tape which shows our request, so we will 
continue to attend the meetings and to ad¬ 
dress the people of this community with 
our concerns, until the recall election of 
these two individuals. Two have shown 
some semblance of dignity by resigning, 
stating “what is best for their city,” yet I do 
believe that that will not be so with the 
other two. So recall election it will be, 
and it will take YOU the citizens of this 
community who signed those petitions to 
give power to that signature and come out 
and vote! Our slogan, “We did the walk¬ 
ing now you do the talking” 

I respect Mr Griffin’s decision to step 


down, and I believe that should be the fi¬ 
nal political office of Mr. Griffin, but 
please keep in mind, by resigning he is 
NOT held to the law as to not being al¬ 
lowed to run for office for two years due 
to recall. We have a mayoral election 
coming in 2001, and I sincerely hope that 
those who are considering running for of¬ 
fice, think about what is best for this city, 
and run accordingly. 

We will need strong and dedicated 
people on council, and although Mr. Grif¬ 
fin tried to paint a picture of recall work¬ 
ers seeking those chairs, I can assure you, 
we have no such ambitions. We want the 

brightest and die best the intelligent the 
etlucal, and the honest We \\ r ant those who 
want to SERVE the people of this commu¬ 
nity by speaking to our concerns and 
needs, and the needs of the city as a 
whole. We want candidates with no ties to 
the good ole’ boys, and the political ma¬ 
chine that has flourished in this city for 25 
years. We demand accountability and ac¬ 
cessibility. This is a wonderful city, and it 


is the people who make it so, and those 
who wish to serve the city who keep it so. 

There are many within this community 
who have those qualities, so the message 
you received about lost services, in¬ 
creased taxes, and doom and gloom sim¬ 
ply isn’t so. To insist it is, is to insist that 
no others are capable of serving our city, 
and that is a myth, albeit a necessary one 
for those who wish to keep their sense of 
self importance. We believe that you are 
about to see a revival, a return to an open 
administration, to have elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials who will only have the 
best interests of this community at heart, 
and who ultimately will stand with the 
people of this community to make it one 
of the best in the state! 

So to Mr. Cox and Mr. James, we will 
not go away. We will continue on, like the

Eleven students at Be¬ 
lleville High School have been 
named AP Scholars by the Col¬ 
lege Board in recognition of 
their exceptional achievement 
on the college-level Advanced 
Placement (AP) examinations.

Three students qualified for 
the AP Scholar with Honor 
Award by earning an average 
grade of at least 3.25 on all AP 
exams and grades of 3 or 
higher on four or more of these 
exams.

Five students qualified for 
the AP Scholar Award by com¬ 
pleting three or more AP ex¬ 
ams with grades of 3 or higher.

Mockeridge, and Niraj Patel. 

Most of the nation’s colleges 
and universities award credit, 
advanced placement or both 
based on successful perfor¬ 
mance on the AP examina¬ 
tions. More than 1,400 institu¬ 
tions award a year of credit 
(sophomore standing) to stu¬ 
dents presenting a sufficient 
number of qualifying grades. 

The College Board is a na¬ 
tional nonprofit membership

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Who will stop Romulus?
